I submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  during  the 
year  1940, 


Fortunately,  the  war  has  not  affected  this 
neighbourhood  to  any  great  extent.  VAiile  there  has  been 
some  damage  to  property,  there  have  been  no  civilian 
-casualties  as  the  result  of  air  raids. 

It  Was  anticipated  that  there  would  be  an 
increased  amount  of  disease  during  the  winter  months  but 
this  did  not  occur,  apart  from  a slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  cerebro  spinal  fever. 

The  influx  of  evacuees  has  brought  its  particular 
problems,  chiefly  on  the  question  of  housing,  but  these 
have,  on  the  v^hole,  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

The  many  and  varied  duties  associated  with  air 
raid  precautions,  billeting,  and  food  inspection 
have  occupied  a vemr  considerable  portion  of  the  time  of 
the  department  but,  in  spite  of  this,  the  essential  public 
health  services  have  not  been  allowed  to  suffer  and  I should 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  good  work  and  loyal  co-operation  of  my  staff  during 
the  year.

The  birth  rate  renains  steady  at  14.4  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  resident  population  and  compares  favourably 
with  the  figure  of  14.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  of  13,9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
resident  population  is  slightly  higher  than  usual  although 
still  below  the  figure  of  14.3  for  England  and  Wales^ 

This  increase  may  to  some  extent  be  accounted  for  by  the 
influx  of  elderly  refugees. 

The  still  birth  rate  is  also  approximately  the 
same  as  usual. 

The  mortality  rate  for  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  is  46,5  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  39.2 
last  year,  but  it  is  considerably  lower  than  the  figure  of  . 
55  for  England  and  V/ales. 

Heart  disease  and  cancer,  as  usual,  are  the  chief 
causes  of  death.

The  calls  on  their  service  are  increasing  every 
year  and  the  town  continues  to  be  grateful  to  the  volunteers 
who  give  up  so  much  of  their  tine  to  this  useful  work. 

Tliere  are  no  ambulances  attached  to  any  of  the 
Hospitals  in  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  local  A. R.P.  services  have  five  ambulances 
permanently  mobilised  which,  in  addition  to  being  available 
for  war  casualties,  have  at  tines  been  utilised  for 
accidents  and  civilian  sick.  Five  vans  are  also  on  call 
for  ambulance  service  when  required.

This  Hospital  was  graded  as  a Grade  I Hospital  for 
war  purposes  to  serve  as  a Casualty  Hospital  for  the  area 
and  provides  approximately  250  beds  for  acute  cases.  In 
addition,  about  170  beds  are  available  for  aged  and  infirm 
people  in  the  Farnham  Institution  and  an  additional  100  beds 
in  the  Homes 'for  the  Aged,  opened  in  1939. 

The  Hospital  serves  a wide  area  and  each  year,  as

Owing  to  the  closing  of  Guildford  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  area  dealt  with  by  Farnhan  has  been 
considerably  increased  and  the  hospital  accommodation  has, 
at  times,  been  fully  extended.  The  cubicle  wards,  which 
have  been  able  to  deal  with  a number  of  different  types  of 
infectious  disease,  have  been  particularly  useful, 

WOODLANDS  HOSTEL  FOR  EVACUEE  CHILDREN 


A number  of  children  evacuated  from  London  took 
up  their  residence  in  the  district  in  September,  1940, 

It  was  at  once  realised  that  Hostels  were  required  for 
dealing  with  certain  "difficult"  and  unbilletable  children 
as  well  as  children  suffering  from  infectious  disease  which 
could  not  be  accepted  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Arrangeraent s were  made  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Guildford  Rural  District  Council  to  take  cases  of 
infectious  disease  and  a Hostel  accommodating  19  children 
was  provided  at  "Woodlands",  Lodge  Hill  Road,  Lower  Bourne, 
Farnhara.  This  is  supervised  by  a Matron,  with  the 
assistance  of  one  nurse  and  voluntary  help,  and  has  proved 
of- considerable  Vise' during  the  year.

Of  the  two  public  and  four  private  swimming  baths 
in  the  district,  only  the  two  public  and  the  Edgeborough 
School,  Lower  Bourne,  baths  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

The  public  baths  are  purified  by  means  of  a Bell's 
Filtration  Plant,  the  water -being  filtered,  chlorinated  and 
aer.ated  before  entering  into  the  baths.  The  Edgeborough 
School. Bath  has  no  filtration  svstem  but  the  water  is 
chemically  treated i

During  the  year,  5 houses  - one  of  which  was  a 
Council  house  - were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs. 

None  of  these  was  seriously  infested  and  following  the 
treatment  of  the  rooms  with  '^Zaldecide^’  no  further  complaints 
were  received. 


SCHOOLS 

Inspections  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  all 
Schools  in  the  district  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  conditions  generally  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

HOUSING 


Comparatively  few  complaints  regarding  housing 
conditions  have  been  received  during  the  ^rear  and  the 
majority  of  the  271  houses  inspected  under  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Acts  have  been  routine  inspections. 
Frequent  re-inspections  have  been  made  in  cases  where 
notices  were  served  and  by  this  means  satisfactory  completion 
of  the  necessary  repairs  was  effected. 

No  proceedings  were  taken  under  Sections  11,  12 
and  13  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  during 
the  year  but  these  were  abated  following  the  service  of 
informal  notices. 

A total  of  77  informal  notices  was  served  under 
the  Housing  Act  and  in  12  cases  Statutory  Notices  were 
necessary.  Tiiese,  however,  were  all  complied  with  and  no 
further  action  was  required. 

The  general  standard  of  the  properties  in  the 
district  continues  to  be  good  and  further  considerable 
imnrovements  have  been  brought  about  through  the  informal 
and  Statutory  Notices  served  during  the  year. 

As  this  district  is  now  a reception  area,  a 
considerable  niimber  of  evacuees  ]iave  been  received  and 
every  available  house  in  the  district  is  now  occupied.

MILK  SUFPLY 


Taroughout  the  year,  frequent  inspections  have 
been  nade  of  all  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milk  shops  within 
the  district. 

During  1940,  there  were  22  cowkeepers,  28 
dai2?yraen,  22  retail  purveyors  and  10  wholesale  traders  on 
the  register. 

Sam-ples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  from  all  sources  of  supply  during  the  year.  Copies 
of  the  Analyst’s  reports  were  sent  to  the  producers 
concerned  and,  where  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
produced  within  the  district,  visits  were  made  to  the 
farms  and  dairies  and  instructions  given  for  more  care 
and  attention  to  be  observed  during  milking  and  in 
connection  with  the  utensils.  This  proved  to  be  a 
satisfactory  procedure,  for  further  samples  showed  a 
great  improvement.

During  the  year  there  was  a, noderate  epidemic  of 
measles  and  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  and  erysipelas 
was  rather  higher  than  usual'.  Apart  fron  this,  the 
general  amount  of  sickness  was  surprisingly  snail  and  the 
exnected  epidemic  of  influenza  did  not  occur. 

As  is  usual  under  war  conditions,  there  was  an 
increased  incidence  of  cerebro  spinal  fever,  25  cases  being 
renorted.  Pour  of  these  died  and  although  this  is 
regrettable  the  mortality  rate  of  16^  is  considerably  lower 
than  that  v^ich  obtained  in  the  last  war,  largely  due  to 
treatment  with  sulphahyridine. 

More  attention  was  paid  to  diphtheria  immunisation 
and  during  the  year  368  school  children  were  immunised, 
while  another  75  have  not  yet  completed  their  course  of 
in  culations.
